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Doctors 
fighting 
to save 
Algerian 
president 

ALGIERS, Nov. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Algerian President 
Houari Boumedienne, reported 
to be in deep coma, is fighting 
for his life with doctors from 
several countries, including the 
U.S., making last-ditch attem- 
pts to save him, informed 
sources said. 

There has been no official 
indication so far on Lhe exact 
nature of the president’s : 11- 
ness, but reliable sources said 
he was suffering from a severe 
kidney disease and had been 
put on a kidney machine. 

President Boumedienne, 51. 
was rushed unconscious to 
hospital Friday, and has not 
regained consciousness since, 
the sources said. 

The president was seen brief- 
ly on television on Nov. 14, 
when he returned from the 
Soviet Union ■ after receiving 
medical treatment there. 

Algerian officials and media 
have remained silent on the 
president’s condition since an 
announcement on Monday that 
the country was concerned ove- 
his health. 

The Council of the Revolu- 
tion. which under Boumedien- 
ne seized power in a bloodless 
coup in June 1965, has an- 
nounced it was meanwhile tak- 
ing charge of state affairs. 

This was merely a formality 
as tfiie council has been carry- 
ing out executive duties in the 
president's absence from Alge- 
rian public life since the end 
of September. 

Cuban President Fidel Cast- 
ro said Wednesday he was 
“sorry and moved” by news 
of the serious illness of Bou- 
medienne. 

Questioned during a news 
conference in Havana, Castro 
said he had read reports of the 
illness.

Oil discussed 


Fahd receives U.S. senators

JEDDAH, Nov. 22— Six 
U.S. Senators met with Crown 
Prince Fahd here Wednesday 
to urge that Saudi Arabia 
support a continuation of the 
freeze in oil prices agreed to 
at the 1977 OPEC ministers 
meeting in Caracas. 

The Senators are in Saudi 
Arabia on a two-day visit. 

The Senators are in Saudi 
Prince Fahd that “another 
price increase, even a small 
one. would have a tremen- 
dous psychological effect on 
America,” according to Sen. 
Henry Jackson (Democrat of 
Washington). Jackson is chair- 
man of the Senate Energy and 
Natural Resources Commit- 
tee. 

Sen. Claiborne Pell (De- 
mocrat of Rhode Island) (he 
leader of the 

the Senators “emphasized that 
(Saudi Arabia) has almost as 
much of a stake as we do in 
the value of the dollar.” and 
that an OPEC price increase 
would undermine President 
Carter’s recent dollar-streng- 
thening program. 

Pell said the group also dis- 
cussed “strategic issues which 
I won’t go into.” 

The delegation had lunch 
Wednesday with Foreign Min- 
ister Prince Saud AJ-Faisal 
in which the same two issues 
were discussed, Pell said. 

Pell and Jackson were ac- 
companied on their visit by 


Senator Jacob Javits (Repub- 
lican of New Yorlk Ernest 
HoJlings (Democrat of South 
Carolina), Ted Stevens (Re- 
publican of Alaska) and 
James McClure (Republican 
of Idaho). 

The group praised Saudi 
Arabia's history of support 
for price moderation within 
OPEC and thanked Prince 
Fahd for Saudi backing of 
the U.S. dollar. They assured 
the Crown Prince that Pre- 
sident Carter would remain 
committed to his stringent 
economic programs that have 
seen a sharp increase in the 
value of the dollar this month 
on world currency exchanges. 


“I am noL only confident 
that be will remain committed 
to the new programs) but 
that he will go to mandatory 
wage and price controls if 
they don’t have an impact on 
inflation,” Pell said of Car- 
ter. 

McClure, a member of the 
Senate Budget Committee 
and the House-Seoate Econo- 
mic Committee, said. “The 
president will stick by his pro- 
grams,” but added that be 
would adamantly oppose any 
wage and price controls. Cong- 
ressional authorization would 
be required for President Car- 
ter to impose such measures

Sen. McClure fa vors 
U.S.-PLO dialogue

JEDDAH, Nov. 22 — The 
U.S. Congress and the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization go 
together about as well as fire 
and ice. Through 30 years of 
almost unquestioning support 
for Israel, the Senators and Re- 
presentatives have looked ask- 
ance on the Palestinians and. in 
later years, on the PLO. 

James McClure became one 
of a handful of congressmen 
to break that mold Wednesday 
night. The senior Republican 
Senator from Idaho said the 
United States should now begin 
holding talks with the PLO. 

“I don't think we can afford 
to ignore those contacs,” Mc- 
Clure said. “The Palestinian 
people are at the heart of the 
Middle East conflict. Tb** 
Arab summit conference (in 
Baghdad) identified the PLO 
as the legitimate representative 
of those people. 1 don't think 
you can solve the problems of 
the Middle East without them.” 

McClure spoke only of “in- 
formal” talks between tin* 
PLO and the United States. 
Still, his position is virtually 
unique within the Senate now 
that Sen. James Abourezk

lhe spokesman, George 
Sherman, said Kama) Hassan 
All, me Egyptian defense min- 
ister and principal negotiator, 
would return here in a few 
days accompanied by Boutros 
Gnali, the acting foreign min- 
ister. 

“it is my distinct understand- 
ing that Egypt does not intend 
to suspend me negotiations,” 
bnerman said. 

lhe spokesman, who is also 
a State Department press otti- 
cer, declined to divulge the 
details of Carter's 10-minuie 
telephone call at noon to Sa- 
dat. He said he did not tmow 
what they said but, if he did. 
he would not disclose it. 

Sherman said his confidence 
in Egypt’s willingness to nego- 
tiate with Israel was based on 
hzs knowledge of the Egyptian 
position and on “diplomatic 
contacts over the last 24 
hours.” 

Sadat was quoted weeks ago 
as assuring Carter that he 
would keep his negotiators in 
Washington indefinitely. Sher- 
man said this did not rule out 
recalling them for consultations 
over subsequent developments. 

Carter urged Sadat to pro- 
vide an Egyptian response to a 
proposed treaty package, in- 
cluding a compromise promot- 
ed by the administration to 
s:itle differences over the' Pa- 
lestinian issue. 

The Israeli cabinet on Tues- 
day rejected the U.S. sugges- 
tion that it agree in a letter 
exchange liiat me end of 197v 
be set as the target date for 
Palestinian autonomy on the 
West Bank of Jordan and in 
Gaza. 

Otherwise, the cabinet, by a 
15-2 vote, accepted treaty 
terms, including a preamble 
provision it had turned down 
earlier that commits Israel and 
Egypt to negotiations over the 
Palestinian question. 


Egypt has yet to act formal- 
ly. on the treaty or on the 
stand taken by the cabinet. 

Some seven hours before 
Carter called Sadat,- the U.S. 
Ambassador to Cairo, Her- 
mann Eilts, had what Sherman 
d&cribed as “a preliminary dis- 
cussion” with the Egyptian pre- 
sident. 

“We obviously need to hear 
the Egyptian reaction to the 
decision taken by the Israeli 
cabinet,” Sherman said. 

Israeli Prime Minister Mena- 
hem Begin discussed that deci- 
sion with Carter on the tele- 
phone Tuesday for 20 minutes. 

No top-level negotiations are 
in prospect the remainder of 
the week. Military negotiators 
are continuing their considera- 
tion of detail of Israel's pro- 
jected withdrawal from Sinai 
and the security measures that 
ate to toliow. 

Jn Cairo, U.S. Sen. Charles 
Percy said Wednesday Presi- 
dent Sadat considered time- 
tables a “crucial and essential” 
part of a peace agreement. 

“I found (Sadat) of a mind 
that timetables were absolutely 
crucial and essential to preserve 
the letter and the spirit of the 
Camp David accords,” the Illi- 
nois Republican told reporters 
after a nearly one-hour meet- 
ing with the Egyptian leader. 

He added that Sadat was 
“firm" in his belief that there 
must be timetables that “would 
provide assurance as each 


month unfolded” that the peace . 
treaty was being implemented 
as agreed. 

Despite the disagreement on 
the issue, Percy said he believ- 
ed after his talk with Sadat 
that “a peace treaty would be 
signed before Lhe end of the 
year.” He said the impasse 
could be overcome without an- 
other summit meeting of Sadat, 
Begin and Carter. 

Percy, who met Sadat at the 
Egyptian leader's country home 
15 miles north of Cairo, said 
he felt Egypt could offer "sym- 


bolic things” to assuage what 
he called “the real concerns of 
the Israelis about the nature of 
peace and what will follow. 

“1 found (Sadat) understand- 
ing of the problems of the Is- 
raelis and of Begin but I also 
found him absolutely certain 
that there was a point beyond 
which he could not go.” 
Egyptian diplomats have said 
that without agreement on the 
timetable question Egypt would 
not sign a treaty. One senior

Dr. Gbazi Algosaibi, minister 
of industry and electricity. The 
meeting was attended by Abdul 
Aziz Zamel, vice-chairman; Dr.

The projects SABIC en- 
visages to carry out include 
three ethylene plants each at 
500.000 ton capacity per year;

sponge iron at 1.6 million tons 
per year and one aluminum

Without mentioning Syria 
by name, Gemayel said: ‘To- 
day, parts of our territory 
bow under occupation, groups 
of the population live under 
tutelage, and the pillars of 


power do not know what to 
do. 

“This is why it is your 
task to liberate the land and 
save the people," said the 
message published in the 
French-language “L'Orieiu Le 
Jour" newspaper.

Over 200 Vietnamese feared drowned 
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KUWAIT, Nov. 22 (AP) 
— U.S. Treasury Secretary W. 
Michael Blumenthai conferred 
with the ruler and prime minis- 
ter of Kuwait Wednesday, on^ 
the last stop of his Middle 
East tour to persuade oil pro- 
ducers to keep price increases 
to a minimum next year. 

There was no official state- 
ment after the meeting between 
the U.S, official and Sheikh 
Jaber Al-Ahmad and the Crown 
Prince and Prime Minister 
Sheikh Saad Al-Abdullah Al- 
Sabab. 

KuwaiL government sources 
stated however Blumenthai ex- 
plained (he importance arch- 
ed by bis government to the 
freezing of oil prices as a pre- 
requisite for restraining world 
inflation and promoting econo- 
mic stability. 

Kuwait has taken a firm 


stand in favor of at least a 10 
per cent increase in the price 
of oil at next month's meeting 
of the Organization of Petro- 
leum Exporting countries 
(OPEC) in Abu Dhabi. 

Blumenthal's tour has taken 
him to Saudi Arabia, the Uni- 
ted Arab Emirates and Iran. 

Meanwhile, in Baghdad Iraq 
and UAE officials conferred 
Wednesday in an effort to co- 
ordinate their oil policies. 

Talks between UAE Oil Min- 
ister Dr. Mana Said Al-Otaiba 
and Iraq's Vice President Sad- 
dam Hussein and Oil Minister 
Taveh Abdul Karim were part 
“of contacts among OPEC oil 
ministers to coordinate (heir 
stand and strengthen unity be- 
fore OPEC's next meeting in 
Abu Dhabi,” said an official 
announcement. 


KUALA TRENGGANU. 
Malaysia, Nov. 22 (AP) - 
More than 200 Vietnamese re- 
fugees were feared killed Wed- 
nesday when their boat capsid 
ed. 

Reporters quoted an uniden- 
tified survivor as saying the 
wooden boat carried 254 per- 
sons. A police spokesman said 
54 survivors were accounted 
for and eight bodies had been 
recovered, including those of 
two children. 

The survivor told reporters 
that the boat capsized in rou- 
gh water after striking a sand- 
bar at 9:30 a.m. (0200 GMT) 
as it was moving out of the 
Trengganu River estuary. It 
sank off Sebarang Takir. 

Police said villagers rescued 
some who were struggling in 
the water by tossing them in- 
flated inner tubes. 

The boat, which was descri- 
bed variously as from 50 to 70 
feet long, went down a few 
miles from the offshore island 
of Pulau Bidong, location of 
Malaysia's largest refugee 
camp with 22.000 Vietnamese. 

Official sources said Malay- 
sian navy patrol boats turned 
the boat away Tuesday when 
it attempted to land on Pulau 
Bidong. 

Some survivors said lhe 
missing included 60 women 
and 50 children. 

Home Affairs Minister Gha- 
zalt Shafie told parliament in 
Kuala Lumpur that the ill-fat- 
ed boat held about 200 to 250 
passengers. He said there were 
54 survivors. 

Shafie's version of the inci- 
dent differed from accounts 


gathered by reporters at the 
scene. He said the boat sank 
after it was swamped by a 
wave. It was being escorted 
away from Sebarang Takir. 
where villagers had refused to 
let the refugees land. 

The sinking coincided with 
a the minister’s appearance in 
t/orfiament.

TEHRAN, Nov. 22 (Agen- 
cies) — Iran's new military 
government of Gen. Gholam 
Reza Azhari Wednesday won 
a vote of confidence in the 
Majlis, the lower house of 
parliament. 

The government of nine 
generals and 12 civilians was 
appointed by the Shah on 
Nov. 6 after bloody street vio- 
lence and extensive strikes 
which paralyzed the civilian 
administration of Jaafar Sha- 
rif Imami. 

The Majlis met Wednesday 
morning shortly after rumors 
swept the capital that its build- 
ing had been set on fire by de- 
monstrators. But officials said 
the rumors followed a small 
tire caused by a blocked chim- 
ney in a building near the 
Majlis housing the parliamen- 
tary printing press. 

The Azhari government re- 
ceived the assent of 191 mem- 
bers. with 27 voting against 
and six abstaining. 

This was stronger support 
tor the military government 
than for its predecessor which 
won the Majlis' confidence on 
Oct. 31, with 176 votes for and 
33 against. 

Wednesday's vote came as the 
official Pars news agency re- 
ported the opening of the first 
trial involving officials accused 
of corruption. Azhari promis- 
ed in his government's program

JONESTOWN, Guyana, Nov. 
22 (A) — American Grove* 
Davis lived to see his 79th 
birthday Wednesday because 
he hid in a bole just 100 meiers 
from where 400 fellow devotees 
were committing mass suicide. 

He is one of only two people 
knewn to have survived the sui- 
cide pact Iasi Saturday without 
fleeing from the Jonestown 
commune. 

The other survivor, Hyacinth 
Parsh, 76, escaped death be- 
cause she had been sick in bed 
for two weeks and was ap- 
parently overlooked. Both sur- 
vivors were found by police ( 
several hours after the tragedy. 

A stunned Davis said in an 
interview that he hid as soon ,

as he heard shooting as the 
suicide pact was about to go 
into operation. 

He did not join the 500 other 
cult members believed to have 
fled into the surrounding jun- 
gle because he was afraid of 
■wild animals he thought would 
be there. 

Miss Parsh, who has spent 
16 months in Jonestown, said 
she had known People's Tem- 
ple leader Jim Jones for at least 
21 years and found him to be 
a good man. 

“He tried to build a place 
where everybody could be 
equal.’’ 

Jones, whose body was found 
shot through the head, had 
often talked of a suicidal end 


to the sect “bui 1 didn't expect 
it to happen.” 

She would not have chosen 
suicide. But her sister, aged 70, 
had thought otherwise and was 
now dead. 

Part of the horror was the 
precision with which the sui- 
cide pact was planned, appar- 
ently over a long, period. 

Some of the six types of 
tranquillizers and two types of 
poison were flown into Guyana 
during the last two months.

JOHANNESBURG, Nov. 
22 (AP) — The South. African 
government has shut down an 
ostensibly private organiza- 
tion it bankrolled to polish 
the country’s battered image 
abroad. 

The closure of the Foreign 
Affairs Association. which 
claimed the support of for- 
mer Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, has forced the 
cancellation of government- 
sponsored tours to South Af- 
rica by an undisclosed and 
unnamed number of Ameri- 
cans. according to director 
Cas de Vitliers. 

The Americans, who were 
to be -brought to South Afri- 
ca by the association fronting 
for the government, included 
some of the most influential 
UJS. academics, de Villiers 
said Wednesday. 

The association circulated 
propaganda abroad and orga- 
nized trips io this country 
for interested foreign govern- 
ment officials, businessmen 


and academics. It was design- 
ed to project a favorable 
image of South Africa ab- 
road. 

It was disbanded Tuesday 
night by Foreign Affairs Mi- 
nister Roelof “Pik” Botha 
wbo, for the first time offi- 
cially admitted it was a from 
for the government.

UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 22 
(Rj — United Nations members 
Tuesday night approved by a 
large majority a proposal to 
apply a mandatory oil embargo 
against South Africa, to stop 
the flow to Rhodesia. 

The resolution was adopted 
by the General Assembly’s 
Trusteeship Committee. It must 
now go before the Security 
Council, which alone can im- 
pose the embargo under the 
terms of the charter. 

The resolution also deplored 
the “complicity of successive 
British governments" in the 
violation of oil sanctions aga- 
inst Rhodesia.

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PEACE GAME 


The breakdown of the Washington peace negotiations 
between Egypt and Israel has been expected for some time. 
But it is by no means the end of the line. All the parties 
concerned remain committed to peace and the pause may 
give them a breathing space and the opportunity to reconsider 
their work so far. 

/n sealing the fate of the current phase of the negotiations, 
Israeli Prime Minister Menabem Begin was simply taking 
back the talks to square one because he also announced ac- 
ceptance of the original American proposals which underwent 
major surgery by the Egyptians and the Israelis to the point 
that they became unworkable in the end. Four weeks ago. 
Begin rejected (he American plan and offered amendments 
which were then countered by President Sadat. When it 
finally dawned on Begin that he was expected to approve 
a “worse" plan than he started with, he decided to accept the 
original American plan minus his and President Sadat’s sugges- 
ted amendments. But in a month's time Egypt's position had 
grown harder, in view of Arab pressures and other factors, 
and President Sadat was no more willing to accept a plan that 
he might have accepted a month ago. 

This point raised by the Israeli opposition may not he 
fully true. The Egyptian interpretation of the overall peace 
envisaged by the Camp David agreements differs widely from 
the Israeli version. From the minute the Washington talks 
opened. President Sadat has been insisting in unequivocal 
terms on linking the peace treaty to progress on the future 
of the Palestinians, including self-rule. 

Self-rule is many things to many people. Begin himself 
at one time offered his self-rule prescription and it was re- 
jected by the Palestinians. The Egyptians understand self- 
rule as a first step toward the creation of a Palestinian state. 
This first step will also Include the withdrawal of the Israeli 
forces from the occupied territories starting, preferably, in 
Gaza Strip and ending in the West Bank, all within a speci- 
fic time. 

Egypt has made the timetable as important as the self- 
rule itself. It has suggested talks within one month and an 
Israeli commitment to ending them in a year’s time. The 
Americans have suggested the opening of the talks in about 
a year from the signing of the peace treaty but later suggested 
talks within six months. Although the question of deadlines 
has still to be sorted out, Israel may have already taken the 
first step toward resuming the dialogue with Egypt and the 
U.S. It is understood that while Begin was rejecting the Egyp- 
tian proposals he was preparing his government’s reply to 
specific questions on the proposed self-rule which the Washing- 
ton administration had requested some time ago. The Israelis 
originally refused to commit themselves to any specific details 
about the self-rule but have now decided to make ' a reply 
which may open a window for (he resumption of the Washmg-

THE BOAT PEOPLE 


The unending tragedy of the Vietnamese people continues 
to foist itself on the collective conscience of mankind. But 
beyond expressions of sorrow and sympathy, little seems to 
have been done to alleviate their misery. Thousands of them 
are paying dearly, often with their lives, to escape the Com- 
munist regime in Vietnam. God knows how many thousands 
have died trying to escape, or how many drowned once they 
succeeded in boarding an old creaky boat. 

Those who managed to land ashore in Malaysia have 
been either accommodated in shanties or forced to stay on 
board their wretched boats starving for food, thirsting for 
water and dying of disease. 

It is not easy to blame Malaysia. That country has done 
for the Vietnamese refugees more than any other. Malaysia 
can hardly afford to take on and sustain all the hapless refu- 
gees that drift ashore. France has done more (ban most oifaer 
countries, although France was not in any way responsible 
.for their plight which resulted from a prolonged conflict that 
decimated the Vietnamese people. Those more directly res- 
ponsible are the United States, China and the Soviet Union, 
together witii a large number of countries which supported 
the Vietnamese. 

It is primarily the moral duty of the United States gov- 
ernment to take in as many Vietnamese refugees as there are 
in Malaysia if other countries are not willing to accept them. 
Australia. New Zealand, Canada and other countries, which 
still accept a steady flow of immigrants, should step in and 
help. But this is easier said than done. 

In the final analysis, this leaves only the United States 
with the resources and moral obligation to give hospitality to 
these people. They were victims of a war Imposed on them 
by the North. Many of them must have supported the United 
States and its friends in old Saigon. Some are former soldiers 
or civil servants. All of them are now homeless. 

The United Slates has given hospitality to half a million 
Cubans, few of whom had either fought For the United States 
or fired a shot against its enemies. But they had a lobby in the 
U.S. that served to highlight the plight of the Cuban people 
under the Castro regime. 

Don't these Vietnamese refugees deserve better treatment? 


These statements have im- 
portance beyond the fact that 
the visit itself was an attempt 
to. rekindle the cold ashes of 
Fr&nco-Russian friendship after 
Russian displeasure over Fran- 
ce’s actions against Cuban mi- 
litary adventurism in Africa or 
even, as observers here were 
quick to point out, as an at- 
tempt to respond to the grow 1 
ing relationship between China 
and France. 

Any analysis of worth would 
best go beyond the obvious im-

These statements and the ti- 
tle of the pamphlet handed out 
by the Russian embassy before 
the visit are clear indicators of 
a more Important and larger 
international political fact.

WASHING I ON — 
While the dollar was failing 
and rising, the Europeans were 
negotiating a new form of mo- 
netary union: the creation of a 
kind of deutsche-mark zone ‘in 
Western Europe. This was no 
coincidence. 

Just as the sovereignty of the 
nation-state is personified by 
the ability to create money, so 
the form and status of inter- 
national money is an expres- 
sion of changing power rela- 
tionships. The events of the 
last few weeks merely confirm 
America's decline and the gro- 
wing importance of Western 
Europe, dominated by Wert 
Germany. 


On Tuesday, the ministers of 
the Common Market presented 
a clear set of proposals for a 
European Monetary System 
(EMSj that appears certain to 
win approval at next month’s 
European summit meeting. 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt's 
brainchild is clear evidence of 
Europe's growing economic 
power. 


After World War U, the Uni- 
ted States became the guaran- 
tor, of the liberal world econo- 
my, suppressing those tenden- 
cies toward competitive econo- 
mic nationalism that had prov- 
ed so disastrous in the 1930s. 
America became the world's 
policeman and central banker. 
This was possible only because 
the American economy was the 
biggest and fastest-growing in 
the West. Dollars spent abroad 
on aid or military forces re- 
turned in the form o( purcha- 
ses of American goods. 


foreigners began to buy fewer 
American goods. As (he cost 
of being world policeman rose, 
the balance of payments began 
to deteriorate, undermining 
America's role as central ban- 
ker. The first trade deficit ap- 
peared in 1971, at a time of 
impending defeat in Vietnam, 
and this was when the dollar 
was first devalued. 

The subsequent policies adop- 
ted by the Nixon administra- 
tion, which included reduction 
in aid, withdrawal of troops 
and various indirect kinds of 
import restraints, amounted to 
a kind of parochialism that 
helped the American economy 
at the expense of the rest of 
the world. America itself be- 
came an agent in the erosion 
of the liberal world economy 
— not consciously perhaps, 
more as a piecemeal response 
to the problems thrown up by 
the process of decline. The cost 
of parochialism was borne by 
foriegners. It led both to divi- 
sion, the result of social and 
economic tension, and to con- 
solidation, the rise of new cen- 
ters of power able to provide 
wider protection against the 
vagaries of American behavior.

WHO compiles reasons for malaria ’s resurgence

HONOLULU, Hawaii-— In 

1955 the World Health Orga- 
’ nization launched the most 
colossal public health effort 
ever attempted: the eradica- 
t on of malaria in 146 coun- 
tries where it infects hund- 
reds of millions of persons, 
millions of whom die every 
year. 

By 1 96 8, according lo 

WHO figures,, the program bad 
succeeded in eradicating mala- 
ria for more than one-third 
of the nearly 2 billion persons 
living in nations where the dis- 
eastris a risk. 

But 'die battle against the 
parasitic disease has since fal- 
tered, and today malaria is 
.making a sharp comeback in 
many nations. 

The number of cases repor- 
ted to WHO has more than dou- 


bled over the Iasi five years. 
Some countries, especially in 
Southeast Asia, report a 40- 
fold increase in cases compar- 
ed to 1968. 

Parts of Central and South 
America, the eastern Mediter- 
ranean. the Western Pacific 
and Africa are also at a stand- 
still or are suffering reverses. 

WHO researchers ascribe the 
setback to three chief causes: 

—Resonance to insecti(cddes 
that formerly were effective ' a 
killing the mosquitoes, which 
carry the disease. WHO says 
resistance to insecticides has 
been reported in 62 of the 127 
countries where malaria now 
exists. Two billion persons live 
in those countries. 

— The development of 
strains of the malaria parasite 
resistant to chloroquine, one 
of the principal drug treat- 


ments. Resistant strains of 
the parasite have been report- 
ed in 20 countries. 

The threat of malaria is not 
limited to persons living in 
the tropics. The Ui». Center 
for Disease Control in Atlan- 
ta says the number of cases in 
the United States rose from 
151 in 1970 to 480 in 1977. 
including three deaths. About 
half of the U.S. cases were 
.. tourists and others who have 
v* sited malaria areas. The 
CDC says many travelers and 
iheir doctors are unaware of 
the risk of acquiring malaria 
or the need for taking drugs 
to prevent it. 

WHO and the nations con- 
cerned are currently mounting 
a new attack on malaria that 
is far more diverse than the 
earlier one. 

It will not emphasize insec- 


ticide spraying as heavily as in 
the past, although spraying 
will continue, and new insec- 
ticides w 11 be sought 
There will be a greater em- 
phasis on giving anti-malarial 
drugs (o all people with the 
disease in order to prevent 
ihe very high mortality. Spe- 
cial attention will be paid to 
giving drugs to children and 
to industrial workers in order 
to alleviate the effects of the 
disease on economic develop- 
ment. 

WHO estimates that 97 per 
cent of the world funding for 
raedxal research is spent on 
health problems that concern 
the relatively rich countries, 
while 3 per cent is spent on 
malaria and other parasitic dis- 
eases that affect people living 
in poor tropical countries.

Overworked 
U.S. agents

WASHINGTON — The 
U.S. State Department office 
of security paid $1.3 ituMioo 
in overtime to 135 of its 144 
armed agents during the last 
fiscal year — an average of 
SI 0,000 apiece — and the 

figure is expected to rise to 
SI .8 million for the same num- 
ber of agents this year. De- 
partment figures show. 

Officials at various levels ag- 
reed the situation has gotten 
out of hand — despite the 
special working circumstances 
of agents who guard public 
figures — and said the offi- 
cials are considering possible 
solutions. 

Tbe situation has created a 
group of agents who are 
“weH-to-«do, but overworked 
and financially overextended, 
who earn the equivalent of 
their base salary and some- 
times double or triple it in 
overtime,'* according to one 
State Department source. 

“When' they go out and buy 
a house, they ask the office 
to tell the bank they make, 
say, 516,000 in salary, but can 
count on making another 
£16,000 in overtime pay, so 
(hey are way overextended." 
this source said. 

The nature of the work and 
the long hours combine to 
cause ulcers, high blood pres- 
sure, possible drinking prob- 
lems, and a high rate of ma- 
rital difficulties, among other 
problems, tbe source said 

The armed agents, who are 
assigned to guard visiting dig- 
nitaries such as those in the 
Arab-Israeli peace delegations, 
have been working long hours 
— 12 or 14 hours a day, 30 i 
or 60 days in a row. — (WP)

Reports submitted to the 
Civil Aeronautics Board and 
made public by the subcom- 
mittee showed that Kuwait has 
also bought significant holdings 
in one airline and an air freight 
carrier. 

Abu Dhabi, however, holds 
much larger and widespread 
airline stocks, obtaining from 
slightly more than 1 per cent 
to 2-} per cent of the common 
stock in four of the principle 
U.S. commercial air carriers 
and a sizable bloc of preferred 
stock in another, the documents 
showed. 

In such companies, whose 
stock is widely scattered among 
many stockholders, as little as 
I per cent may represent a sig- 
nificant influence. financial 
analysts claim. 

The data collected by the 
CAB indicated the air trans- 
port stocks were selected and 
purchased on behalf of Abu 
Dhabi and Kuwait by Morgan 
Guaranty Trust Company, it- 


self one ot the United Slates' 
largest owners and trustees of 
corporate stocks. 

The Senate Subcommittee on 
Citizens and Shareholders 
Rights and Remedies, chaired 
by Senator Howard Metzen- 
baum. Democrat of Ohio, ga- 
thered the information from 
the CAB files. 

The CAB requires a report 
by any trustee holding more 
than 5 per cent of the stock of 
a U.S. air carrier, including 
a breakdown of the actual 
owners of shares totaling I per 
cent or more. 

Morgan Guaranty's report to 
the CAB. dated last Oct. 27, 
stated that as of Sept. 30, 1978. 
Abu Dhabi owned 500.000 
shares, or per cent, of 
Braniff International Corpora- 
tion. a major airline. The stock 
was apparently acquired since 
the previous report was filed 
last May. 

A congressional study on 
corporate voting rights last 
January, by way of compari- 
son. showed only three voting 
stockholders controlling more 
than 2.5 per cent each in Bra- 
niff. so Abu Dhabi now must

Optimistic mood

LONDON, Nov. 22 The 
widely amicfipuied seuiemea: 
of ihe pay dispute at Ford 
UJi.. kept he financial mar- 
kets in London in an opti- 
mistic mood. .Market men 
had fell for a couple of days 
that the prolonged strike was 
drawing to an end and both 
sterling and British equities 
were firm on Tuesday. Dur- 
ing the morning, as the re- 
sults of voting around the 
country on the company's 
latest 17 per cent pay offer 
trickled in, the upward trend 
was maintained. Employees 
at all the major plants voted 
overwhelmingly to accept the 
offer and return to work— 
although the size of the set- 
tlement has worrying impli- 
cations for the rau* of inflation 
next year if the example is 
widely followed, the fact that 
the company was bound to 
hugely exceed the govern- 
ments 5 per cent guideline 
was well discounted by the 


market. 

Relief that the outcome 
was going to be no wors f 
than already expected hdped 
sterling to edge ahead against 
continental currencies and it 
also scored a small gain in 
terms of the dollar which it- 
self was firm on most of the 
world foreign exchanges. 

Business was limited, 

' though, by the closure of 
German markets and by the 
reluctance of banks to open 
fresh positions in the market 
ahead of Thurday's shutdown 
in New York, for the Thanks- 
giving day holiday. 

London equAies coftiuued 
10 move ahead, despite tne fuel 
that the number of buying 
orders around to support the 
move was very modest. With 
some encouraging company 
results to feed on. prices kept 
moving ahead and by lunch- 
time the ft index had risen 
a further 5± points at 479.5. 

The announcement by 
Courtaulds. the leading tex- 


tile group, that it made 27.4 
million pound* profits before 
tax in the six months to Sep- 
tember was comfortably 
above market expectations 
and hdped the shares to a 
3p gain on the day at H3p. 

Gill-edged securities, after 
an early auempt to rally had 
ended in failure, began to 
add to Tuesday's gains as 
subscriptions for the two new 
government stock issues be-;, 
gan to come in. The short 
end of the market behaved 
particularly well with gains 
stretching to more than a 
quarter. 

Over on Wall Street, the re- 
cent rally faliered as the dollar, 
for the second day running, 
saw some selling pressure to- 
ward the end of Tuesday's 
trading. The recent recovery 
of the dollar had sparked a 
limited revival of confidence 
in the securities markets but 
i has proved vulnerable to re- 
newed uncertainty about the 
outlook over the next twelve 
months.

Uganda, Tanzania confirm 
tank battles along border 


NAIROBI. Nov. 22 (R) — 
Ugandan- and Tanzanian forces 
have clashed in the First con- 
firmed fighting for several 
days, both sides said in war 
communiques issued Wednes- 
day. 

Tanzania said it destroyed 
two Ugandan tanks and killed 
an unspecified number of sol- 
diers on Tanzanian territory. 

Uganda said it repulsed a 
Tanzanian attack across the 
border and denied that any of 


its tanks were destroyed. 

Tanzania's communique said 
the Ugandan tanks were driven 
by "people of Arab descent” 
but gave no details. 

Radio Uganda on Sunday 
denied reports in the Kenyan 
press that Libyan troops have 
been flown to Kampala to 
help Uganda. It also dismissed 
Tanzanian charges that fighting 
was continuing near the 
Kagera River, the southern 
limit of Uganda's invasion near-
